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MEMORANDUM OF AGREEMENT 
NAT-I-2406 

BETWEEN THE 

FEDERAL AVIATION ADMIMSTRATrON 
DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION 
UNITRD STATES OF AMERICA 

AND THE 

RWANDA CIVIL AVIATION AUTHORITY 
REPUBLIC OK RWANDA 

WHEREAS, the Federa] Aviation Administration (FAA) of ifae Department of 
Transportation of tho United States of America is directed to encourage the development of civil 
aeronautics and the safety of air commerce, and is autTiorizcd to ftn-nish on a reunbuisable or 
non-reimbursable basis to fbreign governments ccrtani tedmical assistance to that cod; mjd 

WHHREAS, the Rwanda Civit Aviation Authority (RCAA) has requested that such 
technical assistance be provided; 

NOW THEREFORE^ the FAA and the RCAA. collectively refbrred to herein as the 
parties, mutually agree as foUcwa: 

ARTICLE I — OB>TECTlVE 

A, This Mcmormiduni of Agreonent (the Agi'cem^it) ostafah'sfies the terms sad 
conditions under which the FAA may provide technical assistance to the RCAA m developing 
and modernizing its civil aviation infrastructure iu the managerial, operational and technical 
areas. For this piirpose, the FAA shall, subject to the availability of ^propriatcd fimds and 
necesiiaiy resources, provide personnel, resources, and related services to assist the RCAA to tl« 
octent called for hi the annexes and ^endices to this AgreemmL 

B. The FAA's ability to fhnitsh the &11 scope of teobnieal asdstanoe provided for under 
this Agreement depends on the use of the systems and equipment in Rwanda that are similar fo 
those used by the FAA in ttie U-S. Nationad Airspace System. To the extent that otho^ systimis 
and equipment are used in Rwanda, the FAA may not be able to sui^EKjrt those other systems and 
equipment under ihia Agicement 
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ARTICLE II ^lMPLEMElffTATION 

A. Spcciiic technical aasistance in areas of persoimd, trairtirig, equipment, or services to 
ba provided by tlic FAA for the RCAA sheif be delineated in aaiiex«s and sppciidjces to this 
Agreonent. Wioxi signed by the periies, such amiexee and appendices shall become part of this 
Agreement. Such annexes tsoA appoidioes diall contain a desciipticm of the technical assistance 
to be performed by the FAA, the personnel and other resources required to accomplish the ta^ 
the estimated coit8« implementation plana, and duration.

ARTICLE ni ^DESCRTPTlON OF SERVICES 

A. The technical assistance provided by die FAA at the request of the RCAA may 
include, but is not necessarily limited to, the following: 

1 . Providing tcchnioal and managerial expertise to assist (he RCAA in 
developing, improving, and operating its civil aviation infiastractore, standaFds^ procedures, 
polides, training, and equipment; 

2. Providing trainiUig far HCAA peraonael in die United States or in Rwanda; 

3. Tnspectiiig and calibrating RCAA-owned or -operated equipment and air 
navigation fecilities; and 

4. Providing resources, logistical supiiort, and equipnioritfcff air navigation 

facilides. 

B. Technical assistance in these and other areas, as mutually agi-eed to, may be 
accomplished by appropiiate short- and long-tenn in^country assignnusnts or by other assistance 
o/KbredbytheFAA. 
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ARTICLE rV— STATUS OF FAA PERSONNEL 

A. The FAA dudl assign p&sonnel to perform d» saryices agreed upon in tJiis 
AgFeement. Tlic personnel assigned maybe the empIoyeeA of the FAA or snotlier 
aoveniRiem agtidey, or a contractor to the FAA. U.S. Govonunent pers(Minel assigned to any 
activity shall rctstm their status as U.S. Govenrnioat ai^loyees. The superviuon and 
adiiiinistration of the personnel shall be in accordance with the policies and procedures of the 
FAA as an ^ency of the U.S. Oovranment 

B. U.S. Govonment personnel ssstgnod to perform work under an annex or appendix to 
itds Agreement sbaJl be accorded tiie same privileges and immunities as are accorded to the 
administrative and technical personnel of the U.S. Embassy under the Vienna Convention on 
Diplomatic ReJations of 1 96 1 . Such pwsonncl sliaU not, however, be considered meiiib«rs of the 
Embassy staff by \rirtiie of thetr enjoyment of sucli privileges end immunities. 

ARTICLE V —BOST PA RTY SUPPORT 

A. The support by the RCAA necessary for accomplisliiag t1» FAA technical assistance 
shall be in accordance with pertinent FAA or other U.S. regulations, rules, or procedures. The 
RCAA also shall provide such additional support as may be set fonh in each annex or appendix. 

B. If for any reason Qie RCAA is unable to provide &lly the snppcot spediied in each 
annex or appendix, or if the svppott itfovidcd is not eqaivelaitt to that preficrrhod in perthaeiA 
FAA or othor US. regulMions, rules, or procedures, tte FAA shall artHDge for the siqiport and 
chaise the costs for such support to the RCAA. 

ARTICLE Vl ^FIWANCIAL PROVISIONS 

A. Each annex or appendix shall describe the tpeaiSc financial arrangements GsfCiHa 
technical assisttmco to b« provided. In addition, except as oflicrwise set forth in this Agreement, 
or its sttnexcs and appcaidiccs, all iinancijil arrangements shall be subject to the following: 

1 . The RCAA shall reimbuKe the FAA for all costs (including administrative 
overhead charges) associated with the teclinical assistance provided by the FAA in accordance 
widi the provisions set forth in this Agreemtait. 

2, Payment of bills shall be due within sixty (60) days from date of biJiing, 
Payments shall be made in U.S. 4oi1srs mid may be made by either check or electronic funds 
transfer. Oiacks shall be drawn on a U.S. bank and forwaidad to the FAA at ilie address 
specified. Electronic thhda transfers shall he credited to the FAA's account as follows: Federal 
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Reserve Bank of New York, 02 1 030004 Account trcjas NYC (NB69001 1 04) FA A. All 
payments shall include fl reference to the assigned agreement number and billing number. 

3, In the event that payment is not made within sixty (60) days from the date of 
billing, U.S. Treasury Dq)artnicnt regulations prescribe and require tlie FAA to assess fate 
payment charges — i.e.* interest, penaJtica, and administrative handling chaiges— in subsequent 
billings. These late cbarges shall be assessed for each additional thirty (30) day period, or 
portion ihereof, tba( payment is not ivceived. Tbc RCAA ahdl pay nny sa<^ Jsto charges. 

4. Inllieeventofaterminationby either pcoly under AitieleX of this Agreen^ 
the RCAA shall pay all costs incinred by die FAA: 

8, Prior to the date of sacb tananatioii; aad 

b. During the 120-day close-out period. 
B. Agreement number NAT-I-2406- has been assigned by the FAA to identify this 
technic»l assistaacG project sMIl be referenced in all correspondence and bills related to this 
Agreement. 

ARTICLE VII — LIABILITY 

Tl\e RCAA, on behalf of the Govemmoit of Rwanda, agrees to defend any suit brought 
against the Government of the United Slates, the FAA, or any inslmracntality or officer of the 
United States arising out of woik performed under this Agr^nicnt or its annexes and appendices. 
The RCAA, on behalf of the Govonment of Rwanda, fhriher agrees to hold tiie United States, 
the FAA, or any instramentality or ofGocr of the United States harmless against any claim by the 
Oovomnent of Rwanda, or by any a^ncy thereof, or by third persons for personal injury, death, 
or property damage arising out of woric performed under this Agreenuait or its annexes and 
appendices. 

ARTICLE Vni-AMENDMENTS 

Tliis Agreement or its annexes or ^pendices may be amended by mutual consent of Ae 
parties. The details of aiiy such amendmoit shall be raemoiializcd by written agi««nent signed 
by both patties. 
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AR71CLK IS-REgOLUnOlV OP MSAGHEEMRNTS 

Any disagreement regarding tho interpretation or Application of this Agreement or its 
annexes and appendices shall be resolved by consultations between the parties and shall not be 
refertcd to siiy international tribunal or third party for settlemont 

ARTICLE X— ENTRY INTO FORCE AND TERMINATION 

A. This Agre^ent shall enter into fon» on the date of the last signature and sliaU 
remain in force unUl tca-minated. 

B. This Agreement or its annexes or appendices may be terminated at any time by either 
party by providing sixty (60) days notice in writing to the other party. Termination of ttiis 
Agreement shall not affect existing obligations of tlie RCAA under Articles IV, VI, VII, and IX. 
The FAA shall have one hundred and twenty (120) days to close out its activities following 
termination of this Agreement or its annexes or appendices. Tennination of this Agreement also 
shall termioale all annexes and appendices subsequently concluded by the panics pmisuaat to this 
Agreement. 

ARTICLE XI — SIGNATURE IN COUNTERPARTS 

To facilitate execution, this Agreemsnt or its annexea or qipendfees may be exBcutied in 
as many counterparts as may be reqoired. U shall not be necessary fliat tiie signature of or on 
behalf o£each party eppcsr <m each comterpmt but it sibaR he sa^taaai that tJie jagnalure of or 
on behalf of each party appear on one or more of the counterparts. All counterparts shall 
collectively constitute a single agreement 
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ARTICLE XII — AUTHORITY 

TliB FAA and the ItCAA agree to the provisions of this Agreement as indicated by the 
signature of their duly authorized rqiresentatives.
